The  undersigned,  late  Auditor  of  Accounts  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  considering  that  it  would  be  difficult 
for  his  successor  in  office  to  make  the  Annual  Re- 
port, from  the  bills  and  accounts  of  the  last  financial 
year,  with  which  he' could  not  be  supposed  to  be 
conversant,  has  devoted  what  little  time  he  could 
spare  from  another  arduous  vocation,  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  that  Report. 

Though  his  official  relations  with  the  City  Gov- 
ernment have  ceased,  he  trusts  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil will  be  wilhng  to  receive  this  Report  from  his 
hands — and  he  now  begs  leave  to  submit  to  the 
City  Council,  the  twenty  ninth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  the  County  of  Suffolk,  for  the  financial  year 
which  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  last. 

The  accompanying  documents  are  in  the  usual 
order.  That  marked  A.  contains  a  Statement  of 
all  the  Appropriations  that  were  granted  by  the 
City  Council,  for  the  service  of  that  financial  year, 
with  the  changes  that  were  made  in  those  Appropri- 
ations within  the  year.  The  document  marked  B. 
is  a  Statement  of  the  entire  Income  of  the  City, 


within  that  year.  The  document  marked  C.  is  a 
full  statement  of  the  Expenditures,  ranged  under 
the  respective  heads  of  Appropriation.  The  doc- 
uments marked  D.  and  E.,  relate  to  the  Public 
Debt  of  the  City — the  one  shews  the  changes  that 
have  taken  place  in  the  Debt,  within  the  last  finan- 
cial year — and  the  other,  the  character  of  the  Debt, 
as  it  stood  on  the  first  day  of  May  last,  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  financial  year. 

By  these  documents,  the  City  Council  will  per-

In  concluding  this  his  last  financial  Report  to  the 
City  Government,  the  undersigned  may  be  permit- 
ted to  express  his  pleasure  at  the  reduction,  small  as 
it  was,  of  the  City  Debt,  which  took  place  the  last 
year — as  it  was  the  only  year,  with  one  exception, 
in  the  seventeen  years  in  which  he  held  office  under 
the  City  Government,  in  which  that  Debt  was  not  in- 
creased.
